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Our Home, our Country, our Brothe Man, 
Here's your Chance for a Good Farm. 
We promised our correspondent J. H. Kimball, 

in our last number, to publish the land law passed 

last session by our legislature, respecting the 

settling lands of Maine. We have obtained a 

copy of it and herewith give it. 

Section 1 provides that the land agent shall se- 
lect townships not exceeding ten in number, an- 


_nually, of which selection he shall give notice in 


the papers in the State. 

Section 2 provides that in such townships des- 
ignated, where there are no roads located, he shall 
cause roads to be located—then comes the fol- 
lowing sections, viz: 

Sec. 3. In the sale of lots in any of said 
towoships, no cash payments shall be required, 
and the price of lots shall be at the rate of fifty 
cents per acre, for which persons applying to 
purchase shall give three notes payable in labor 
upon the roads in the townships in which the lot 
purebased shall lie, payable in one, two, and 
three years from the date thereof, and to be ex- 
pended under the direction of some person to be 
appointed by the land agent, whose certificate 
shall be evidence of the perfurmance thereof, 
aod no other payment shall be required than 
what is herein provided, but the purchaser of 
lands under this act shall be held to the perform- 
ance of the settling duties provided by the 27th 
and 28th sections of the third chapter of the re- 
vised statutes, and also to a compliance with the 
provisions of the 2d section of the act to which 
this is additional ; and in all cases where individ- 
uals have not made any contract with the land 
agent, but have entered on any lot for setilement 
and shall have perfurmed jabur (intending to 
purchase such lot) upon reads in the township 
wherein sach Jot may hie, the land agent is here- 
by instructed to issue to such person or persons a 
certificate entitling the party to a deed thereof 
upon the perfurmance of the usual settling duties, 
allowing the labor perfurmed upon due proof there- 
of, and if enough has not been performed to pay the 
fifty cents per acre, the land agent shall take the 
party's note for the balance payable in labor. 

See. 4. The land ageut shall appoint some 
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fore be set in rows, between beds of pistillates ; 
and as our best and most productive varieties are 
found among the latter class, this arrangement is 
quite satisfactory. There are, however, some 
exceptions tothe above rule; as, for example, 
the Large Early Scarlet (staminate,) which will 
| produce fine crops in beds ; and, on the other 
hand, the Crimson Cone multiplies so rapidly as 
to injure the crop, whea* planted in this manner ; 
but generally the rule is a good one. 

The Boston Pine (staminate) is almost worth- 
less, if allowed to grow in masses. A perfect 
proof of this occurred in our grounds this season. 
A bed about four feet wide and thirty long, which 
had produced one crop, was treated as follows : 
a strip about eight inches wide was left through 
the middle, almost the whole length ; the rest of 
the plants for this distance were spaded under, 
and the runners kept off from the sow thus 
furmed, while about four feet of one end of the 
bed remained untouched. This summer the crop 
upon the row was enormous,—the plants being 
literally loaded with splendid fruit,—while in the 
bed at the end, a great number of dry, worthless 
berries testified unequivocally to the want of water. 
I ought to say that the first picking of Boston 
Pine comprised nearly al) that were of any value; 
the late ripening berries did not fill out well. 
This remark, however, applies with more or less 
force to all the large fruited staminate varieties, 
—ihe pistillates being, as a class, much su- 
perior in this respect. 

The Red and White Alpines are another ex- 
ample of the utter worthlessness of some valuable 
sorts, when cultivated in beds. If these are kept 
in hills, where they have an unfailing supply of 
moisture, the product will go far to convince the 
skeptic of the truth of the Stoddard story. Both 
of these varieties will produce a surprising* 
amount of berries if cultivated in this manner. 

There is, in the mind of the community, a 
great and growing partiality towards fruits of 
native origin. In this feeling, I wo participate, 
and fancy that I see just cause for it, in some of 
our new varieties of strawberries. The most 
productive, highly flavored and hardy varieties, 
now cultivated, are of native origin; and promi- 
nent among these, are seme of the varieties re- 
cently introduced and raised by Mr. Burr, of 
Columbus, Ohio. His new Pine is unequalled, 
in my estimation, by any other berry for family 
use. The skin is rather too deheate for a market 
fruit. Some other varieties, originated by Mr. 
Burr, have proved very valuable in some respects; 
as, for example, Scarlet Melting—eaceeding/y

Cultivation of Strawberries. 

As many of our readers who reside in villages 
are turning their attention to the cultare of straw- 
berries, we shall occasionally give such directions 
for this business as we may find adapted to their 
wants. In number 33, we gave some directions 
in regard to the best mode of cultivating some 
varieties of this excellent fruit. The following 
is selected from a communication from Mr. Hook- 
er, of Rochester, N. Y., to the Horticulturist, 
and may aid some ia this business: 

‘‘In preparing the ground for planting, I do 
not consider it necessary to expend as much labor 
and manure as is commonly recommended ; 
trenching, and the application of very large quao- 
tities of manure, is attended with more expense 
than many are able and willing to bestow, who 
would yet desire t enjoy the bounties of nature 
in their season, and who need not be deprived of 
them. As fine a crop as 1 have ever seen was 
‘raised upon soil only moderately rich, ploughed 
to the depth of a few inches at the time of plant- 
ing, and no manure applied; but it retained 
moisture admirably, and, although lying rather

Harvesting Beans, Corn Fodder, &o. 

Me. Enprror—Being somewhat of a ‘‘green 
un ”’ in the science of farming, and knowing no 
better method of obtaining information than thro’ 
the Maine Farmer, I propose making some en- 
quiries relating to the modus operandi in various 
departments of farming. 

As the time for harvesting is fast approaching, 
I wish to learn the best way to harvest beans, &c. 
There are many inconveniences attending the 
usual metheds. Some farmers make a practice 
of pulling them, and stacking them around a 
stake in the field, and there letting them remain 
until the corn is harvested. Others spread them 
upon the grass, dry them as they would hay, and 
then haul them into the barn—and others lay 
them across the hill of corn, and dry them in that 
way. Now there are many objections to be raised 
to either method, but the point I wish to arrive at 
is which of them is the best. Stacking evidently 
causes many of these on the outside to mildew 
and spoil by the continua! rains to which they are 
}exposed, and in spreading them I suppose it is 
necessary that they should be made in fair weath- 
er. As you have undoubtedly had more experi- 











enlighten me a Jittle through the columns of your 
valuable paper. 

A great deal has been said in relation to chop- 
ped feed for cattle. J have read of pulling up 
corn by the roots, and cutting up stalks, roots, 
dirt and all, for neat stock. In my judgment this 
is not the most advisable way. My method usu- 
ally is as follows: I cut the stalks above the eat 
as soon as the ear begins to turn, and bind them 
by themselves; thea when my corn is ripe I eat 
it close to the ground and husk it; I then take 
the butts, and have a mow prepared for them and 
spread first a layer of straw then a layer of stalks, 
and in that way, alternate layers of straw and 
stalks, I mow them away. When feeding them 
out to stock, | prepare a brine and sprinkle them 
with it. By this mode IT find that T can save 
them better than by any other way I have ever 
tried. Chopping them I have never tried, conse- 
quently am not prepared to express an opinion 
from experience, but from what ] have seen am 
not much in favor of it. 1 have been experi- 
menting in various ways, on my farm, and shall, 
if you consider it worthy your notice, give you 
some of the results of my experiments.

Note. The best mode that we have tried, to 
secure beans, is to stack them loosely around two 
stakes, in such a manner that the air will draw 
up or circulate through them. ‘They should not 
be allowed to rest on the ground, but be elevated 
by stakes being driven in to keep them up. If 
they rest on the ground the lower layers are apt 
to rot. 

In regard to preserving corn fodder, our corre- 
spondent’s plan is a very good one, but in feeding 
we prefer cutting it fine and soaking it soft. A 
good way is to put it into a barrel after being cut, 
pour on hot water, throw over a blanket, and let 
the stoff soften by the water and steam. We 
have noticed (probably every farmer has) thet 
when corn butts or husks have laid in some 
warm, moist place, whcre they have become 
mouldy and half rotten, caule will Jay hold of 
them and eat them greedily. They evidently do 
this becaose for some reason or other they taste 
better to them, when in this condition, than when 
dry. If the nutritive properties are not deterio- 
rated by this partial decomposition, wouldn't it 
be better to place them where they will get into 
this condition before foddering out. 

We should be happy to hear the results of our 
correspondent's experimenting. [Fd .

**On a method for protecting potatoes after they 
have been harvested, from the further spreading 
of the potato disease. 

We are indebted to J. F.. Teschemacher, Fisq., 
for the first demonstration of the causes of the 
present destructive disease in the potato, being a 
fungus growth. The subsequent inquiries, up 
to the latest observations, have only slight)y mod- 
ified the conclusions arrived at in this country, by 
substituting fur the changes produced by a vege- 
tating fungus, those induced by the decay of that 
growth. ad 

The rapid decay which continues after the 
roots have been removed from the soil, is often of 
the most remarkable character, and aside from its 
economical bearing, is a subject of scientific im- 
portance. During the Jast season, I made trial 
of some chemical agents, whieh specifically arrest 
all vegetation, hoping to discover an application 
which would enable us to preserve the diseased 
potatoes from further changes. Fiirly in the 
course of :he experiments it was noticed that a 


ence in these matters than myself, will you please | reduction of temperature by exposure to eld air, 


greatly diminished the rapidity of decay, while a 
slight increase of temperature hastened it; muist- 
ure being present or not. 

Heat, m a moist atmosphere, increased the de- 
struction, and samples which had been cooled, 
and thereby partly protected, readily passed thro’ 
all the changes when again exposed to warm and 
humid air. Afier using several subsiances by 
direct contact with diseased parts of potatoes, I 
soun fuond that the mixture of sulphurows acid, 
nitregen and eymmon air, such as exists when 
sulphur is burnt in closed vessels, would prevent 
the further progress of the disease in tubers al- 
ready affected, and when exposed in contact with 
tubers, passing through all stages of the disease, 
no further change in the prepared ones was in- 
duced. 

The trials were varied, and the uniformity of 
the results has Jed me to conclude that the fumes 
of burning sulphur, flewing in contact with pota- 
tues partly diseased, will arrest the further pro- 
gress of the disease and prevent decay. |: is 
proper that this conclusion should be received as 
an expression of fact, under the circumstances of 
experiments on a small scale, and with ne more 
than two varieties of potatoes; but 1 confidently 
expect that the importance of the application will 
be seen in the largest exhibition of its effects. 

The practical use of the sulphurous acid gas is 
very simple and not expensive, Crude sulphur 
inflamed. in a shallow cast-iron vessel, o: an 
earthen pot, furnishes the fumes which may be 
led by wooden pipes, to the lower part of bios 
filled with the roots, until the unoccupied space 
is filled with them. As the fumes cool, they be- 
come heavier than air, and will then enter every 
interstice. By placing the pot of burning sul- 
phur in an empty barrel, and inverting over it a 
barrel filled with potatoes, having a light rack in 
place of a head, the fumes will slowly rise with- 
in and impregnate the mass , the barrel and con- 
tents being then removed, and the head replaced, 
the exposure may be considered as ample. Where 
the quantity is large, it would be more economi- 
cal to leave a space vacant, below the loose floor 
on which they repose, and introduce these fumes 
until every part of the heap of potatoes has re- 
ceived a share. 

It should be remembered that this application 
will injure, if not destroy the vegetating power 
of the tubers, and that although this result may 
be highly desirable, for all that are preserved for 
food, those intended for seed should not be so 
treated.

It is generally supposed that the hauln of 
peas, is wholly valueless as an article of food. 
Such, however is not the fact. Ihave made | 
a fair and impartial trial with pea fodder as | 
a feed for cows, and find it highly valua- 
ble. Last June I had a small tract of land on 
which there grew nothing but red sorrel, and 
which I could not prepare properly for a more 
exhausting crop, as I had previously appropriated 
all my manure to other products, Nut wishing, | 
however, to let it remain entirely idle, and being 
desirous of limiting, as far as cireymstances ren- 
dered the result practicable, the growth of the 
sorrel, I had it carefully plowed, and afier spread- 
ing a few bushels of lime and plaster on the sur- | 
face, previeus to harrowing, sowed it in peas. | 
As soon as the vines had podded, and about one 
half the pods were filled, | had them carefully | 
mowed and made in a bright day, turning them | 
frequently to insure the benefit of the sun's rays; | 
and throwing them into small bunches at night 
to prevent the deteriorating effects of dew and 
rain. Ov packing them away in the barn a small 
quantity of salt was sprinkled over a part of the 
mass, but I think without any essential advan- 
tage to the fodder. It appeared to me indeed,

Seeing the necessity of economizing 
food, they set about producing these animals 
which came to maturity early, and produced 
vastly more food from the same amount of vege- 
tation. Koowing that fat was an element of 
favor in a northern clime, they endeavored to ob- 
tain animals with a tendency to secrete it in 
large quantities. In order to do this, they ob- 
served the qualities indicative of these propensi- 
ties; and knowing that it is as true in physivio- 
gy as in mathematies, that like produces like, 
they selected and bred frem these until they 
stamped their qualities permanently and mvaria- 
bly and indelibly en the race. With these they 
managed to combine symmetry of form.

mevt. Every one knows how much inferior the 
sweet potato becomes when grown upon clay soil;

the good qualities for which it is noted when cul- 
tivated in sandy land. 

Those plants in which compourds of carbon 
predominate may be said to form a lower grade, 
in the scale of vegetable life, than that oceupi 
by those containing more nitrogen.

Ring bone. 

In a preceding number of the Cultivator, I 
discovered a number of communications on the 
sulject of singbone in horses, Lhave been in 
the habit for the last fifteen years of operating 
oo horses for this complaint, which has caused 
me to notice what kind of horses are most afflict- 
ed with it, and | find those that are the longest 
jointed are the most numerous subjects. Seldom 
do I see one on a French horse, and never, with 
hut one exception, on a mule. Hence the care- 
ful necessity of attending to this particular point 
in breeding. 

The causes of ringhone are numerous; such as 
standing on a hard floor, running in the pasture, 
leaping fences, and in horses of mature age, 
being put to heavy loads, &e. &o. These 
causes produce 4 leakage, and the sinovia, or 
juice of the fetlock joint, issues into the bladder 
or spongy substance at the back part of this 
, joint, and itis from thenee conveyed by two 


ed conductors down on each side nearly to the edge 


of the hoof, where it becomes ossified and grad- 
ually increases until it forme what is very jusily 
called a ringbone. 

I extract this spongy substance, or bladder, 
taking particular care at the same time to cut the 
conveyers off—thus stopping the escape of the 
sinovia.

Ship Building in Upper Kennebec. 

The past season has seen some of the best 
specimens of ship building in our immediate vi- 
cinity that has ever been done among us. We 
have occasionally made mention of some of them 
before, and we are happy to find that there is 
commendable competition among our buiiders in 
endeavoring w build the best. There is a bark 
now on the stocks on the west side of the river, 
and nearly ready to launch, which, for beauty of 
tmvdel, thoroughness of construction, and neat- 
ness of finish, will be hard to beat. She is be- 
tween three and four hundred tons burthen, and 
belongs to Messrs. Geo. W. Jones and Nath’l 
Small. 

While on beard of her the other day, we were 
struck with the great improvements that have 
been made during the last twenty years, not only 
in the manner of constructing vessels, but also in 
the arrangement of the different departments. 
There is also a corresponding improvement in the 
apparatus and implements on board. Instead of 
crowding the eabing below deck, where the offi- 
cers and crew, and especially the crew, used to 
be crowded into dark, unventilated furecastle, 
like toads in a dungeon, these are now a comfort- 
able and even elegant suite of rooms for each on 
deck—above ground, as a land-lubber would say, 
which are opened to the free air and the glorious 
sun, and which may be kept as clean and neat as 
a lady’s parlor. This not only makes it comfort- 
able and cheerful for the men, bot it gives the 
whole space below decks fur the cargo; aad hence 
a vessel of the same length of keel can carry a 
great deal more than one of the old fashioned 
ones. Messrs, Jones & Small have combined 
all the modern improvements of form, arrange- 
mont aad apparatus, and they will soon have one 
of the best barks afloat that has ever sailed on 
old Kennebec. 








New Laws.

It is on the system of which is some- 
times called Free Banking. ‘Those who feel in- 
terested in such business should study it carefully. 
It embraces the provisions which were discussed 
in our paper last spring, and which are similar in 
many respects to the Banking Laws of New York. 
This system has been eminently safe and success- 
ful in that State, and there is no good reason 
why it may not be so here.

Bronswick, it would seem that the citizens of 
Topsham must be fully prepared to fling to the 
winds any doubts or lingering misgivings they 
may have hitherto indulged, as to the wisdom and 
expediency of loaning her credit to the Railroad; 
and to come forward with a generous confidence 
to join the ranks of her sister towns along the 
route of this favorite enterprise. There certainly 
are stronger reasons for her doing so, than existed 
in the case of Brunswick. The latter might well 
have regarded the Railroad as already completed, 
so far as conceros her direct and more obvious 
interests; and yet by a very large mayorily, even 
under the hard and rigorous two-thirds proviso, 
and at the fullest meeting ever held by her citi- 
zens, she has given an emphatic and hearty ver- 
dict in favor of aiding by her credit the consum- 
mation of the Railroad. Her whole vote amount- 
ed to 840, of which 588 were yeas, and 252 were 
nays; and a further analysis would show but 
siz votes out of the whole village population 
against it, while in the more remote and rural dis- 
tirets, the friends of the measure stood as 3 to 5. 
No friend of the Railroad, certainly, and no dis- 
interested admirer of magnanimous conduct and 
unselfish fidelity to honorable engagements, in 
the hour of trial, can fail to regard this vote of 
Brunswick, under all the circumstances of the 
ease, as a generous, honorable and noble act, of 
which her spirited citizens may well feel proud. 
This result in Brunswick has given great en- 
couragement to the friends of the Railroad, in 
this vicinity, to expect a favorable vote in Tops- 
ham. The amount of credit asked of her is but 
$30,000 ; only one-half the amount which Au- 
gusta, Hallowell, and Gardiner have voted, re- 
spectively, im proportion to thar va'uation, as 
fixed by the Legislature at their last session ;— 
a difference in favor of Topsham certainly as 
great as she can well claim on the score of an 
inferior interest in the Railroad.

before making an accurate survey of eet 
place, we passed up the road about one-half 
to the Jast point where the peak of the mountain 
could be seen, and found its angle 19°. Had we 
passed up the slope about one mile, to its proper 
base, we should have found the angle much 
greater—prebably nearly 30°. 

The next morning, at an early hour, our party, 
consisting of our best, Mr. King, and ourself, 
was formed to ascend to the lofty summit of Old 
Spee. We had proceeded but a short distance 
when the fog gathered in the bosom of the moun- 
tain, and ascended in a vast sheet to its top, the 
fug arose from the river and rashed towards the 
mountains, and runners came in from the south, 
admonishing us to return unless we wished to 
lose the labor of the toilsome ascent and gain a 
wet jacket. 

Feeling that, as far as expenses were concerned, 
time was money, we determined to improve it by 
an exploration of the curivsities of nature which 
abound in this vicinity. Under the direction of 
Mr. King, we descended the river a few rods to 
the jail. Do not be alarmed, philanthropic reader 
—this is not a jail made by man’s hands, for the 
incarceration of his brother man, but by the hand 
of freakful, sportive Nature, in playful moment, 
as it relaxed from the more considerate task of 
rearing the mighty mountains in this region. 

We swong ourselves into a tree-top and de- 
scended this prison-house of nature. It is an 
enclosure of 48 feet in diameter, surrounded by a 
circular, projecting granite wall, in some places 
32 feet high. In the creation, this wall was 
probably solid, but when the rocks were rent 
asunder, in some convulsion of nature, or by the 
action of the atmosphere or frost, it has been 
rified horizontally, and at angles with the hori- 
zon, and broken perpendicularly, but not displaced, 
80 a8 to present, except in one or two instances, 
a specimen of strength rarely found in masonry.

The Loan Bill. 

We noglected, last week, to notice the vote of 
Hallowell, on this question, which was taken on 
the 13th inst. The vote was very close, but the 
friends of the measure turned out in good num- 
bers, and voted to loan the credit of the town, by 
a vote of 363 to 178. In the evening a large 
nomber of our citizens, accompanied by the band, 
proceeded to Hallowell, and marched through the 
principal streets, stopping before the houses of 
some of the most active friends of the measure, 
and cheering them.

They then re- 
turned home, well pleased with their reception, 
and, no doubt, with more neighborly feelings 
toward their ‘‘sister town.”’ Such interchanges 
of good feeling are productive of much good, and 
will go far to break down and destroy that feeling 
of rivalry, which, we are sorry to say, has so ex- 
tensively prevailed, for the last few years, be- 
tween the ‘‘sister towns."’ 

On Saturday last, the vote on the bill was 
taken in Bronswick, and the result was as fol- 
lows :—Yeas, 588; Nays, 252; being 84 votes 
more than the two-thirds required.

But we 
neither smelled sulphur nor saw sulphuret of 
| iron, and therefure banished the idea at once. 

About 4 rods south of the jail is the jail falls, 
about 35 feet perpendicular. The river above 
the falls, with a few days’ labor, may be turned 
into the jail. A dam atthe door-way 13 feet 
| wide and 30 feet high, would give a fall of about 
40 feet, as the door or stepping stone falls about 
| 10 feet. This fall would afford a tremendous 
water- power. 

We then proceeded down river about one-half 

mile to view the singular beauty of the circular 
| wall and cascade, and the wonders of the Screw 
; Auger. The river passes between a solid rock 
on the south, and a circular wall of nature’s ma- 
sonry onthe north, 15 feet high and about 25 
| feet long, and falls from the edge of a circular 
| table rock, forming a beactiful circular cascade of 
| 23 feet fall. The rock which forms this circular 
wall has been rifted in like manner as the walls 
of the jail, and presents to the eye a specimen 
of curious workinanship. Through this circular 
wall isa hole, through which we passed and 
stvod on the table rock at the top of the cascade. 
This passage through the circular wall, in time 
of freshet, admits water into a large basin, 
formed by the circular motion of a large stone, 
with fall enough fora tob wheel. Were this 
wall and this cascade in a country celebrated for 
its wonders of art, they would be misjudged 
works of artistic skill. Nearly over the tascade, 
on the north side, is a double projection of natu- 
ral masonry of 10 or 12 feet. 

The river, after passing the cascade a few rods, 
enters the Screw Auger. This is a most singu- 
larly irregular channel, worn through solid gran- 
ite 100 feet in length and 51 feet deep. It re- 
sembles the screws of two augers laid together, 
the projections of one side passing into the re- 
cesses of the other, so that from the top of the 
channel, or from the bed of the river, we could 
not obtain a perfect view through the channel. 
Perhaps we can more satisfactorily explain it by 
saying thatthe windings in which the water wore 
through the reck were serpentine or zig-zag, both 
horizontally and perpendicularly. The painter's 
pencil ean draw it only in detached portions, and 
the greatest artist must lack terms to describe it. 

In the middle of this passage is the bathing 
pool, about two rods long and one rod wide. 
The water is cool, clear as crystal, from four to 
ten feet deep, and, below the surface, retreats 
under the rock on either side some eight or ten 
feet. At the upper side, and off the bathing 
pool on the south, is the retreat cave, so called 
from a circumstance connected with bathing, with 
an arched roof into which we passed some 30 or 
40 feet. The coolness of the atmosphere, and 
the dripping of the spray which descended and 
condensed on the roof made this an uncomfortable 
retreat for us whose blood was raised to fever 
heat by the ardor with which we pursued nature's 
most beautiful works. 

We next lowered ourselves into a fissure in the 
rock, 26 feet deep and over 100 feet long, where, 
perhaps, human fvotsteps had never trod, and the 
vulture’s eye had never seen. We then crawled, 
snail-like, into a cavern about 60 feet in extent, 
our body closing the passage 80 that not one ray 
of light could enter, and lighted our matches only

Riot at Sacramento The Alta California 
gives the following account of the riot at Sacra- 
mento City. The news which the Senator brings 
from Sacramento, is exciting in the extreme— 
riot and death rule the hour. The long expected 
collision between the landholders and squatters, 
has at last taken place; the battle has begun, and 
God knows when and where it will end. It ap- 
pears that the squatters were proceeding to lib- 
erate two of their party, confined on board the 
prison ship, where they had been committed the 
day previous, when they were confronted by 
Mayor Bigelow and members of the corporation. 
he squatters were assembling at the corner of 
J and 9th streets, in deliberation, and it was 
feared an atiempt would be made to destroy the 
city by fire. Sheriff McKinney was shot through 
the arm. 

Capt. Van Pelt, of the Senator, has farnished 
the following information. An armed body of 
the squatters proceeded through the streets about 
half-past one o'clock yesterday, aud were inter- 
rupted by the authorities and opposed by portions 
of the citizens. An affray soon commenced, and 
the city was aroused to arms. Mayor Bigelow 
was shot in three places, and died in 15 minutes 
after. 

J. W. Woodland, City Assessor, was shot 
dead, and several citizens killed and wounded. 
Our correspondent informs us that Dr. Robinson, 
the leader of the squatters, was shot through the 
head. His horse was first killed under him. 
Several of the squatters were killed and wounded. 
Their ranks were swollen from the sixty first 
engaged in the affray to a body of armed men 
numbering between 700 and 800. 

Before the Senator left, the keepers of gaming 
houses, and sporting men generally, sided with 
the real estate owners or citizens proper. A 
tremendous force was fast accumulating. The 
war continued to rage. As the Senator left, the 
discharge of fire arms was heard in every part of 
the city. 

Couriers have been started to San Jose, and the 
Governor will probably repair at once to the scene 
of riot, Our military citizen companies in the 
State will probably be required to march under 
arms to Sacramento. 

The Latest. Just as the steamer Carolina was 
getting under weigh, about 4 P. M., a despatch 
was received on board from the Pacific News 
Officer, stating that an express had just arrived 
bringing the intelligence that Sacramento city 
had been reduced to ashes, and the Squatiers 
were receiving reinforcements of men from the 
mines. 

The next cause of disturbance will grow out of 
the quarantine law of the State. lt has so far, 
or at least its execution has, given general dissat- 
isfaction. If not repealed at the next session of 
the Legislature, serious difficulties must inevitably 
ensue.

Representatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That from and afier the first day 
of January next, it shall not be lawful to bring into the 
District of Columbia any slave whatever, for the pur- 
pose of being suld, or for the purpose of being placed 
in depot, to be subsequently transferred to any other 
State or place, to be sold as merchandize. and if any 
slave shall be brought into the said District by its owner, 
or by the authority or consent of its owner, contrary to 
the provisions of this act, such slave shall therewpoa 
become liberated and free. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. That it shall 
and may be lawful tor each of the corporations of the 
cities of Washington and Georgetown, from time to 
time, and as often as may be necessary, to abute, break 
up, aad abolish any depot or place of confinement of 
slaves brought into the said District as merchandize, 
contrary to the provision of this act, by such appro- 
priate as may appear to either of the said Cor- 
porations expedient and proper. And the eame power 
ts hereby vested in the levy court of Washington county, 
if any attempt shall be made within its jurisdictional 
limits, te establish a depot or place of confinement for 
slaves brought int» the said District as merchandize for 
sale contrary to this act.

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Sentence or Batcoms, Catzoun ann Me- 


wassern. We learn by an extra from the office 
of the Litchfield enquirer, that the persons found 
guilty of the murder of Barnice White, were 


brought up for sentence on Thursday. It will 
be recollected that Baleomb confessed his partici- 
pation in the crime, and that Calhoun and Me- 
wasseth were found guilty upontrial. In passing 
sentence Judge Church afier commenting upon 
the crime for which they stood convieted, their 
own situation, and the fact that *‘the bottle pro- 
voked the courage and nerved the hands to the 
deed of blood of which they stood convicted,”’ re- 
marked that it was the “‘second if not the third 
vecasion within the year, in which he had been 
required, in the painful discharge of official duty, 
to pronounce the sentence of death for murders 
commitied under the influence of ardent spirits.”’

be remanded to the prison from whence you 
came, and that on the second Friday of July next, 
in the year of our Lord 1851, between the hours 
of 10 o’clock in the morning and 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon of that day, each of you, Benjamin 
Baleomb, Wm. Calhoun and Henry Menasseth, 
be hanged by the neck until you are dead. And 
may God have mercy upon you.

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THE BLIND SQUATTER. 


Nearly four hundred miles up the Trinity 
river, Texas, at the extreme point to which flat- 
bottomed steamboats run up in search of cotton 
and other productions, is Robin's Ferry. Below, 
the river is narrow, with high, steep banks, 
within the deep shadow of which the water rolls 








groves of somewhat stunted trees run down to 
the very edge of the cliffs. Here, however, the 
stream expands into a broad and shallow lake, 
the shores of which are low and even unsightly, 
as it is generally the case in Texas. 

We arrived atthe landing place three miles 
below the junction of the lake and river late one 
night, and early the following morning, I was 
paddling up against the stream ina light bark 
eanoe, which, having but a slight hold in the 
water, served better to stem the current than one 
of larger dimensions. For some time I contin- 
ued within the shadows of the cliffs in compara- 
tive gloom; but afier a somewhat fatiguing hour, 
my eye first caught a glimpse of the shallow 
lake, where I had hoped to find sufficient abun- 
dance of wild fowl to glut my most murderous 
appetite asa sportsman.

Once she sat by 
the open window and struked her cat and sang, 
when a lady passed by. She heard the voice, 
and looked up and saw the little singer. She 
asked the child several questions, went away, 
and came back several days later, followed by an 
old musie-master whose name was Crelius. He 
tried the little girl’s musical ear and vwice, and 
was astonished. He took her to the director of 
the Royal Opera of Stockholm, then a Count 
Puhe, whose truly generous and kind heart was 
concealed by rough speech and a morbid temper. 
Crelius introduced his little pupil to the Count, 
and asked him to engage her as ‘‘eleve for the 
opera.”” ‘You ask a foolish thing!”’ said the 
Count, gruffly, looking disdainfully down on the 
poor little girl. “What shall we do with that 
ugly thing! See what feet she has! And then 
her face! She will never be presentable. No, we 
cannot take her. Away with her!"’ 

The music-master insisted, almost indignantly. 
“Well,” exclaimed he at last, “if you will not 
take her, poor as lam, I will take her myself, 
have her educated for the scene; and then such 
another ear as she has for music is not to be found 
in the world!" od 

The Count relented. The little girl was at 
last admitted into the school for eleves at the 
opera, and with some difficulty a simple gown of 
black bombazine was procured for her. The 
care of her musical education was left to an able 
master, Mr. Albert Breg, director of the song 
school of the opera. 

Some years later, at a comedy given by the 
eleves of the theatre, several persons were struck 
with the spirit and hfe with which a very young 
eleve acted the part of a beggar girl in the play. 
Lovers of genial nature were charmed, pedants 
almost frightened. It was our poor little girl, 
who had made her first appearance, new about 
fourteen years of age, frolicsome and full of fun 
as achild. 


A few years still later, a young debutante was 
to sing for the first time before the public in 
Weber's Freischutz. At the rehearsal preced- 
} ing the representation of The evening, she sang 
in a manner which made the members of the 
} orchestra at once lay down their instruments to 

clap their hands in rapturous applause. It was 
our poor, plain little girl here again, who now 
had grown up and was to appear before the public 
in the role of Agatha. 1 saw her at the evening 
representation. She was then in the prime of 
youth, fresh, bright, and serene as a morning in 
May—perfect in form—her hands and her aris 
peculiarly graceful—and lovely in her whole ap- 
pearance, through the expression of her counte- 
nance, and the noble simplicity and calmness of 
her manners. In fact she was charming. We 
.8aw not an actress, but a young girl fall of natural 
geniality and grace. She seemed to move, speak, 
and sing without effort or art. All was nature 
and harmony. Her song was distinguished es- 
pecially by its purity, and the power of soul 
which seemed to swell in her tones. Her ‘‘mezzo 
voice’’ wasdelightful. In the night scene, where 
Agatha, seeing her lover come, breathes out her 
joy in rapturous song, our young singer, on turn- 
ing from the window, at the back of the theatre, 
to the spectators again, was pale for joy. And 
in that pale joyousness she sang with a burst of 
outflowing love and life that called forth not the 
mirth but the tears of the auditors. 

From this time she was the declared favorite 
of the Swedish public, whose musical taste and 
knowledge are said to be surpassed nowhere. 
And year afier year she continued so, though 
after a time, her voice, being overstrained, lust 
somewhat of its freshness, and the public, being 
satiated, no more croweded the house when she 
was singing. Still, st that time, she could be 
heard singing and playing more delightfully than 
ever in Pamina (in Zauberflote) or in Anna 
Bolena, though the opera was almost deserted. 
(Tt was then late in the spring, and the beautiful 
weather called the people out to nature's plays.) 
She evidently sang for the pleasure of the song. 

By that time she went to take lessons of Gar- 
cia, in Paris, and so give the finishing touch to 
her musical education. There she acquired that 
warble in which she is said to have been equalled 
by no singer, and which could be compared only 
to that of the soaring and warbling lark, if the 
lark had a soul. 


And then the young girl went abroad and sang 
on foreign shores and to foreign people. She 
charmed Denmark, she charmed Germany, she 
charmed England. She was caressed and court- 
ed everywhere, even to adulation. Atthe courts 
of kings, at the houses of the great and noble, 
she was feasted as one of the grandees of nature 
and art. She was covered with laurels and jew- 
els. But friends wrote of her, ‘' in the midst of 
these pleasures she only thinks of her Sweden, 
‘and yearns for her friends and people.”

At length a 
brilliant rocket rose joyfully, far out at the en- 
trance of the harbor, and was greeted by a gen. 
eral buzz on the shors. 

A large 
steamer now came thundering on, whelming on 
its triumphant way through the flocks of ships 
and boats lying in the harbor, towards the shore 
of the “‘Skeppsbero.”” Flashing rockets marked 
its way in the dark as it advanced.

This is the title of one of the recently published 
lectures of E. P. Whipple. The following ex- 
tract from it will afford a good specimen of the 
author's treatment of the subject :— 

“ The weakness of the American people is the 
absurd importance they attach to gentility. To 
gain this, they sacrifice health, strength, comfort, 
and often honor. As aman here, however, must 
have power as well as caste, his life oscillates be- 
tween two ambitions ; the ambition to be popular, 
and the ambition to be genteel. He accordingly 
pats his ‘tuniversal brotherhood” into sermons, 
his patriotism into Fourth of July orations, and 
his life and soal into ‘‘our set.’’ It is curious to 
see the agency of this gentility in formalizing even 
love and hatred. ‘* What will Mrs. Grundy say?” 
—this pertinent interrogation has sorcery enough 
to robe malice in smiles, and freeze affection into 
haughtineas. As there can be no happiness io 
marriage without station and style, the old wor- 
ship of Cupid, the god, is transferred to cupidity, 
the demon ; the test question, not what a person 
is, but what he has; and the motive, not so much 
love asan establishment. This has become so 
common that ‘tis ne longer called sin, but prudence. 
The fact is so glaring that it has even found its 
way into the weak heads of sentimental novel- 
ists. The last result of all this foolery is that 
kind of intelleetual death going under the name 
of fashionable life; the declaration that man is 
not a mysterious compound of bedy and soul, but 
of coat and pantaloons ; and the final triumph of 
dandy nature ever human nature. “ Nature,” 
says the Coxcomb in Colman's comedy, to the 
blooming country girls, ‘* Natare is very clever, 
for she made you: but nature never could have 
made me !"’

“Words,” said a cunning old politician, a few 
days before his withdrawal from the palace to the 
tomb, ‘‘werds were given to conceal, not to ex- 
press, thought."’ Of how large a portion of man- 
kind may it be said, that they do not se much live 
as pretend’? Raise the ery of any reform, and 
crowds of sharpers and dunces rush to pick pock- 
ets and talk nonsense under its broad banners, and 
the satirist stands by to declare, with South, how 
much of this liberty of conscience means liberty 
from conscience, or, with Colton, how much of 
this freedom of thought means freedom from 
thought. Conservatism is a very good thing; but 
how many conservatives announce principles 
which might have shocked Dick Turpin, or non- 
sensicalities fat enough to have raised contempt 
in Jerry Sneak! ‘A conservative,” says Dong- 
las Jerrold, ‘‘is a man whe will not look at the 
new moon, out of respect for that ‘ancient insti- 
tution,’ the old one.”’ Radicaligm or reform is 
another very good thing; but, quaintly says old 
Doctor Fuller, “many hope that the tree will be 
felled, who hope to gather chips by the fall.” 
When Johnson asserted patriotism to be the ast 
refuge of the scoundrel, he said something not 
more than half trae. Would we could aver that 
he said something more than half wrong. Philan- 
thropy is another very good thing, perhaps the 
best of all good things; but much of it which we 
see is of a cheap kind; a compounding of ‘“‘sins 
we are inclined to;'’ an elegant recreation of con- 
science, calling for no self-sacrifice, and admitting 
the union of noble sentiments with ignoble acts. 
The English merchant professes to be horror- 
struck at the atrocities of southern slavery—the 
slaveholder curses England for her starvation pol- 
icy to labor; the Yankee is liberal of rebukes to 
both. Now this inexpensive moral indignation 
may produce guod results; but shall we throw up 
our caps in admiration of the philanthropy of 
either! No! for on the broad and beautiful brow 
of philanthropy is written self denial, self-sacri- 
fice. I say, the system which enriches me harms 
another, and therefore I repudiate it, therefore | 
will do all in my power to put it down!

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8 PUBLIC LAWS OF THE STATE OF MAINE. [1850 














AN ACT in relation to county attorneys. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Legislature assembled, 
as follows: 

Section |. In all cases in which, by the provisions of the sixth section of the one 
hundred and second chapter of the revised statutes of this state, a coun'y attorney has 
been or herenfter shall be appointed in any county within this state, the judge making 
such appointment shall be authorized to allow to such attorney for services rendered the 
state, by virtue of such appointment, a reasonable compensation, and order the snine to 
be paid out of the treasury of such county ; and the sum thus allowed and paid, shall be 
charged again¢t the state, in the same manner as other bills of cost arising in criminal 
prosecutions in behalf of the state, 

Sec. 2 The judge making such allowance, shall immediately notify the treasurer of 
state of the same, who shall dedact such amountallowed from the salary of such county 
attorney, and the provisions of this section shall not be held to eppyy to any atlowance 
which may be made by any judge for services rendered prior to the passage of this act. 
[Approved August 23, 1850.] 





AN ACT to amend the ninety-third chapter of the revised statutes. 

‘Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Legislature assembled, ax 
follows. 

The seventh section of the ninety-third chapter of the revised statutes shall be amend- 
edt by adding thereto the words follow'ng: Natural born citizens may inherit and make 
thelr (tles through alien ancestors, and any land which has been or may hereafter be 
purchased and now beld by any alien or which any alien may hereatter purchase shall 
be deemed and taken to have descended and hereafter to descend to the children or 
other beirs of such alien in the sume manner as if such alien bad been a native born 
cumen: Provided, always, that such children or other heirs be natural born citizens of 
this state, and also, provided, that no alien shall derive any title or claim to any lands 
or any interest in real estate by force of this section. [Approved August 29, 1850.) 








AN ACT authorizing parishes in certain cases to procure insurance upon buildings 
used for religious purposes, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Legisiature assembled, 
as follows: 

Secrion 1. Any parish in the actual occupancy of any church, meéting house or 
other building, used for religious purposes, may hereafter cause such church, meeting 
house, of otner butiding to be insured against loss by fire, and such occupancy shall be 
deemed in law, to be a sufficient interest therein to authorize such insurance. 

Sec.2. In case of loss by fire the company insuring under the first sectionof this 
act shall not be permitted to deny the occupancy of the premises by the parish effecting 
the insurance, its legal existence as such, or its right to maintain an action upon the 
policy as a parist. 

Sec. 3. Any amount received by any parish on any policy as permitted by this act, 
shall be held by such parish as a fund in trust for the purpose of rf -pairing or restoring 
the building and shall be applied accordingly. [Approved August 29, 1850.) 





° AN ACT in relation to common sellers of intoxicating liquors, 

Re it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Legisiature assembled, 
4s follows: 

Section 1. No person, either by himself, clerk, servant or agent, shall be a common 
seller of wine, brandy, rum, gin or any strong or intoxicating liquor, except such person 
be duly authorized, as provided in chapter two hundred and five of che laws of this 
state, passed in the year of our Lord one theusond eight honcred and teorty ein; 
on pain of forfeiting not less than twenty nor more than three hundred dollars ; or such 
offender, at the discretion of the court, may be punished by mmprisonment in the county 
jail not less shan thirty days nor more than six months, 

Set. 2. All fines, forfeitares or penalties, provided by this act, may be recovered be- 
fore any court of competent jurisdiction, by an action of debt, in the vame of the person 
prosecuting, of of the towa or plantation, where the offense may have been committed, | 
or by indictment ; and the whole forfeiture, so recovered, shall, when secovered, enure 
to the sole use of such town or plantation. 

Mec. 3 All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this act are 


hereby repealed, [Approved August 29, 1859. 











. AN ACT in relation to railroad companies. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Legislature assembled, 
Os fe llowat 

Section 1, All railroad companies now chartered, or that may hereafter be chartered 
by the State, shall pay all fees and other expenses of the county commissioners which 

all bereafter be incurred in the settlement of all questions between said companies 
and the owners of occupants of land through which said ratlroads are located ; Provided, 
however, that when an appeal from the decision of the county commissioners is taken 
to a jury upon the question of damaxes, the losing party shall pay the costs of said appeal. 

Sec. 2 This act shall take effect from and ajter its approval by the gvvernor. 'Ap- 
proved August 29, 1650.) 





AN ACT to amend section fifty-sever of the fourteenth chapter of the revised statutes, 
eunanralng the collection of taxes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Legislature assembled, 
as follows: 

‘The fifty-seventh section of the fourteenth chapter of the revised statutes shall be 
amended by suiking out the words “ animals,” © and otlxe goods and chattels,” and 
inserting the word “‘and ” between the words tools and articles ; sv that said section as 
amended shall read,

of taking and keeping the distress ; you are immediately to restore to the owner; and 
for want of goods an chattela, whereon to make distress, besides those implements, 
tools and articles of furniture which are by law exempted from attach pent ‘tor debt, for 
the space of twelve days, you are to take the body of such person, so refusing or neg 
lecting, and him commit unto’the common jail of the county, there to remain until he 
py the same, og uch part thereof, as shall not be abated by the asseessors for the time 

ing, or the cOmmissioners for said county.

AN ACT to amend the ninety-ninth chapter of the revised statutes relating to county 
commissioners, 

1 erage by the Senate and House of Kepresentatives in Legislature assembled, 
as follows: 

Seetion 1. The compensation ef each county commissioner shall be two dollars a 
day, and in that proportion for any part of a day. actually employed in the service of 
the county, including time necesearily spent in making dratts or other lator, and 
exclusive of time spent im traveling, for which they shall be allowe! ten cents a mile 
for the distance actually traveled ; and the accotint shall specify the kind of service 
performed, each day or partot dey ; and no additional charges shall be allowed for 
trouble or expense of any kind ; neither shall they be allowed for services or travel on 
tere than one petition, or one case at the same time, 

Sec. 2. Each commissioner shall keep an accurate account of his time spent and 
actual travel, as aforesaid, sprcitying the places trom and to which he Waveled each 
day, and he shall not be allowed tor any services net so specified. Such account shall 
be audited and examined by the county attorney and clerk, who shall certify the amount 
allowed, one of them having first sworn such commissioner to the truth of his acceunt ; 
and no further sum shall be paid on such account by the county, than is thus certified. 
And if any commissioner shall charge in his account fur any miles net actually traveled 
or for any time not spent, he shall ferfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars for each and 
every such charge, to be recovered in an action of debt in the name of the county, one 
half to be paid to the complainant and one half to the use of the county. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act, are hereby rep aled. 

Sec. 4, This act shall take effect from and after its approval by the governor. [Ap- 


proved August 29, 1850. ] 


AN ACT to exempt homesteads from attachment and levy or sale on execution. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Legistatare bt 
as follows: 

Section 1. A lot of land, dwelling heuse and out buildings thereon, or so much 
thereof as shall not exceed in value the sum of five hundred dollars, the property of a 
householder in actual possession thereof, shall be exempt from serzure of levy upen any 
execution issued on a judgment recovered for any debt contracted jointly or severally, 
— the first day of January, in the year of our Lord one th d eight hundred and 

ty. 

Sec.2. The widow and minor children of any person deceased, who held property 
exempted, as aforesaid, may continue to hold ‘he exempted premises during the minorty 
of such children, or while said widow remains unmarried ; and the exempted property 
shall not be sold during such minority , or while the said widow remains unmarried, for 
the payment of any debt mentioned in the first section of this act. 

Sec. 3. Exemptions ander the provisions of this act shall not te to defeat the 
liens of mechaties, created by section thiity-seven, chapter one hundred and twenty- 
five of the revised statutes. 

Sec. 4. Vhe head of any family, or any householder, wishing to avail himself of the 
benetits of this act, may file a certificate by him signed, decharing such wish, and de- 
scribing the property, with the register of deeds in the county where the same is situate; 
and, upon receiving the fees now allowed tor recording deeds, such register ehall record 
the same in a book by him kept for that purpose ; and so much of the property, in sar 
certificate described, as dues not erce d the value aforesaid, shall be forever exetmyt 
from seizure or levy on any execution issued on a judgment recovered for avy debt, con- 
trac ed jointly or severally, by the person signing such certificate, atter the date of the 
recording thereof ; and the record in said regicter’s office shell be prima tacie evidence 
that the certificate purperting to be there recorded, was made, sigued aud filed as ap- 
peats upon such record, and upon being recorded, as aforesaid, the property, as described 
m the first section of this act, shall be exempted within the the provisions thereot. 

Sec. 5. When property, exempted as aforesaid, is claimed by a creditor to be of 
greater value than five hundred dollars, it may be seized on execution, and the appraisers 
shall first set off such part of the property as the debtor may select, and if he neglects 
so to do, the officer may select for him to the value of five hundred dollars, by metes 
and bounds ; and shall then appraise and set off to the creditor, in manner now pre- 
scribed by law, the remainder, or so much thereof as may be necessary wo satisfy such 
execution, and the appraisers shall be sworn accordingly, and the f shall make 
reiurn of his dvings thereon. 

Sec. 6. An act entitled ‘‘ an act to exempt homesteads from attachment and levy, or 
sale on execution,” approved August fourteenth, eighteen hundied and forty-nine, is 
hereby repealed, [Approved August 29, 1850.)

Sec. 2. it shall be the duty of the jand agent in such of the townships as be ma 
designate in which no roads have been heretofore located, to cause to be located suc 
roads as he may deem the public huterest and the ac iva of future setilements 
therein may require. 

fec.3. In the sale of lots in any of sa d townships, no cash payments shall be re- 
quired, and the price of bots shall be at the rate of filty cents per acre, for whch persons 
applying to purchase shall give thiee notes payable is labor upon the reads in the tewn- 
ships in which the lot purchased rhall re, payable in one,iwo and three years trou the 
date thereol, and to be expended under the direction of some person to be appointed ky 
the land agent, whose certificate shall be evidence of Ue performance thereot, and no 
other payment shall be required than what is berein provided, but the purchaser of 
lands under this act shall be held to the performance of the settling duties provided by 
the twenty-seventh and twenty eighth -ectiios of the thd chapter of the revised 
statutes, and siso ea comphance with the prove-ions of the secoud section of the act 
ty which this is additional ; aud in all cases where individuals bave not made any con- 
tact with the land agent, but bave cotered on any bet for settlement and shall have 
performed tabor (intending to purchase such \ol) upen roads in the towerhip wherein 
such lot may Me, the laud agent is hereby instructed te issue te such persen ot persons a 
ceruficate entitling the party le a deed Uhereot upon pertormance of the usual settling 
duties, allowing the labor performed upon due preot thereot, and of enough has not been 
performed to pay the Gfty cents p r acre, the land agent shall take the party’s nute fur 
the balance payable in labor, 

Sec. 4, The land agent shall appoint some suitable persen or persons in the vicinity 
to superiniend the location of settlers and the payment of the :oud labor, and the per- 
formance of the several duties required of settiers—and the land agent shall give a cer- 
tificate to applicants for land under the provisions of thes act, in the same manner as bas 
heretofore been done under existing laws, upon the applicant’s giving his wotes for r ad 
labor ; and but one lot not exceeding twe hundred acres, shall be granted to the same 
person, Provided, that the land agent shall make ne conveyance of any land under this 
act except to a citizen of the United States. 

See. 5. The lots to be reserved for public uses in said township, shall be located by

AN ACT additional te chapter one hundred and seventy-one of the revised statutes, them, and shall determine said damages and assessments and make return of their do- 


entitled “ of commencement of proceedings in criminal cases.” 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Legislature assem- 
bled. as follows : 

Sec. 1. In all cases where any person has been, or shall be adjudged guilty by ver- 
dict of a jary, of any offense punishable by confinement in the state prison, sach per- 
son shall be admitted to bail only by the justice of the court who presided at the trial, 
or by some magistrate especially appointed by said justice, or either of the justices of 
the supreme judicial, or district courts, whe may enquire into the case, and admit such 
person to bail. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its approval by the 
gevernor. [Approved June 7, 1350.] 





AN ACT additional to chapter twenty-four of the revised statutes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Legisiature assem- 
b/ed, as follows : 

Sec. 1. Whenever the selectmen of any town, or the mayor and aldermen of any 
city in this state, by virtue of an act approved March sixth, eighteen hundred and 
forty-four, entitled “ an act additional to chapter twenty-four of the revised statutes,” 
or in obedience to the by-laws or ordinances of any town or city, shall judge it expe- 
dient, on the application of two or more citizens residing in such town or city, that « 
main drain, or common sewer should be made and shall proceed te construct the 
same accordingly, it shall be the duty of said selectmen and mayor and aldermen to 
estimate and decide what person or persons, if any, are benefited by such main drain, 
or common sewer, and the amount of such benefit; and any person who may he ad- 
judged by said selectmen or mayor and aldermen to be.in any way, benefited thereby, 
shall pay te such town or city a proportional part of the charge of making, maintain- 
ing and repairing such main drain or common sewer, te be ascertained and assessed by 
the selectmen in case of towns, and by the mayor and aldermen in case of cities, and 
by them certified and recorded and notice thereof given in writing te the party to be 
charged, or his tenent, or lessee. And al! main drains or common sewers which have 
heretofore been, or which may hereafter be constracted by any town, or city, shall be 
taken and deemed to be the property of such town or city. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the owner of every tenement, within the several 
tewns and cities in this state, that is used as a dwelling house, to provide therefor a 
sufficient drain to carry off the waste water from the sume, and also a suitable privy 
therefor to be used in common by the occapants of suid tenement. And if the select- 
men of towns, and mayor and aldermen of cities shall at any time be satisfied that 
any tenement, used as a dwelling house, is not provided with x suitable dram and 
privy, or either of them, as aforesaid, anid selectmen or mayer and aldermen may give 
notice thereof to the occupant of said tenement, or, if the same be unoccnpied, to the 
owner or agent thereof, requiring such occupant, owner or agent, within such time as 
they shall appoint, to cause a proper and sufficient drain and privy, or either of them 
as the case may requre, to be constructed fur such tenement, subject to the common 
use of all the occupants thereof; and in case of the neglect or refueul of such occupant, 
owner or agent, to regard said notice within the time prescribed, and to construct said 
drain or privy to the acceptance of said selecumen or mayor and aldermen, they shall 
have power to cause such drain and privy to be made for such tenement, the expense 
ot which shall be ascertained, , recorded, certified, and potice thereof given 
as aforesaid.

All police officers, duly appointed in any city within this State, shall have, 
and may exercise, all the powers which may be legally exercised by constables, in 
criminal matters,in serving warrants; in the arrest of persons charged with, or sus- 
pected of an offense against the laws of the State, or the by-laws of such city, and 
all other matters of like description, within the powers Of a constable to execute and 
pertorin. 

Sec. 2. Any city in this State may ordain and establish any and all such police 
regulations as the municipal government of such city may deem necessary and expe- 
dient for the prevention of crime, the protection of property, and the preservation of 
order, in said city, provided the same shall not be inconsistent with existing laws. 

Sec. 3. Any city in this State shall have power to ordain and establish, from time 
to time, afl such rules and orders as the municipal government of such city may deem 
necessary and expedient, for the due regulation, in such city, of omnibusses, stages, 
hackney-coaches, wagons, carts, drays, hand-carts and all other vehicles, whatever, 
used or employed, wholly or ad. in suid city, whether by establishing their rates of 
fare, prescribing their routes and places of standing, or in any other manner whatever, 
and whether such vehicles are used for busi or pi e, for the conveyance of 
passengers or freight, and whether by horse power or otherwise. 

Sec. 4. Such city may annex penalties for the breach of any of the ordinances, 
rules avd orders, provided for in this and the preceding sections, net to exceed twenty 
dollars for any one offense, which penalties may be recovered, for the use of said city, 
by complaint before the municipal court of said city, or any justice of the peace 
where no such court is established: Provided, that nothing contained in this act 
shall be construed to abridge or impair the rights of cities to make such by-laws and 
regulations touching the subjects herein provided for, as they may now make, by vir- 
tue of existing laws: and provided also, that no such rule or order shall take effect or 
go into operation, antil the same shall have been published at jeast one week in some 
newspaper printed in said city. [Approved June 15, 1650.)

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AN ACT in relation to lands reserved for public uses. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Legislature assembled, 
as follows: 
Section |. Inall townships or tracts of land unincorporated or not organized for elec 


tion purposes, sold or granted by the state or the commonwealth of Massachusetts, or by 
both jointly, in which lands have been reserved for public uses, the land agent of the 
state ~hall have the care and custody of such lands until such tract or township is incor 
porated or organized as aforesaid ; and the agents of the reserved lands for the several 
counties shall transfer to the land agent all papers and plans pertaining thereto, and all 
notes or other securities for timber and grass cut thereon, specifying to what tow nships such 
securities belong, which the land agent is authorized and required to collect as soon as 
the same arrive at maturity. 

Sec. 2. The land agent is hereby authorized and directed to sel! for cash, the right to 
eutand carry away the timber and grass from off the reserved lands referred to im the 
foregoing section which have been located, excepting however the grass growing upon 
any improvements made by any actual settler, the right to continue until the tract or 
township shail be incorporated or organized for plantation purposes ; and whenever any 
tracts or townships of land may be hereafter granted, either by the state or by te cosn 
monwealth of Massachusetts, or by both jointly, or when any tract or township miy have 
been sold, but in whien the reserved lands have not been located in one of the modes 
provided by law, the land agent of this State is hereby directed to sell the right to cut and 
carry away the timber and grass from off the lands reserved, until such township or tract 
shali be incorporated or organized as aforesaid, to the person of persons who shall of may 
own such tract or township, at the same rate per acre as the tract or townsinp shall or may 
have sold for, making however, such reasonable deduction for the soil as in Lhe opinion 
of the agent should. be made: provided, such purchaser of the tract or township may 
elect to purchase such right ; but in case such party refuses to buy the right aforesaid, 
the Jand agent is authoirzed to sell the same to any other person 

Sec. 3. The land agent is hereby authorized and r-quired in all cases «here location 
of the lands reserved tor public uses have not been already made, in townships or tacts 
which have been sold or granted by this state, er by the commonwealth of \ assachn 
setis of by buth jointly, and likewise in all cases of sales or grants made hereafter by the 
parties afore aid, to proceed to procure the lecation of the lands reserved for public uses 
im such tracts or townships, in the same manner as is now provided by law for the 
county agents to proceed, unicss steps shall have been previously taken by the propiie- 
tors of said tracts or townships to cause the same to be vet apart and located under 
existing laws, or upless the land agent and the proprietors can agree upon a location of 
the reserved lands aforesad, and im case the agent and proprietors do agree thereon, 
this agreement being reduced to writing and containing a specification and description 
of the boundaries of the lands reserved in each tract of township, under the hand and 
eenl of the land agent and the proprietors, duly recorded and filed in the land office of 
the state, shall constitute a valid and binding location of the lands reserved for public 
Uses In such tract of low Aship. 

Sec 4. The ageats who have heretofore had cu<tody of the reserved lands,are hereby 
required on of before the first day of January next, to render te and settle with the go. 
erner and council a minute and accurate account onder oath, of all expenses incurred in 
the management thereof (and for the lecation of the same where such account has not 
been previously rendered) charging to each tract or township separately the expenditures 
made or iucurred thereon, and credit each tract or township separately with the amount 
uf money received therefrom by said agents, and the balance, if any. in each case, in 
the hands of said agents, to be paid over to the state treasurer with a specification of the 
township of tract to which such balance may belong.
